A hard bu t hardly mortal blow has fallen on the Kansas In­ 
du strial Relations Act by the decision of the United States Su ­ 
preme Cou rt that the State of Kansas was withou t power to do so 
when it fix ed wag es in the plant of a Kansas packing company . 
The Cou rt holds this action of the State Indu strial Cou rt, u pheld 
by the Kansas Su preme Cou rt, conflicted with the Fou rteenth 
Amendment, thereby depriv ing , withou t du e process of law, the 
packing company of its property and its liberty of contract. 
Some of the sharpest teeth of that celebrated, sometimes 
damned, sometimes praised and widely discu ssed Western statu te 
hav e been pu lled, bu t all of them hav e not been drawn. Its anti­ 
picketing and arbitration clau ses were not in controv ersy in this 
case and are not directly affected by the decision. 
The Su preme Cou rt has not u tterly destroy ed the Kansas 
Act or the Kansas Idea of dealing with indu strial wars. What it 
has done in its decision is to cu rb the wag e-fix ing power of Kan­ 
sas and of all the States. That opinion calls a sharp halt on the

About 10,000 Ohio farmers will 
tam est next month pure or nearly 
yare wheat of the standard Ohio 
varieties, Trumbull, Gladden, P o rt­ 
age, and Fulhio, 
But not as many 
of these fanners as last year will 
have such wheat inspected for cer­ 
tified seed. 
This is the result of a changed 
policy in wheat certification, lately 
adopted by the Ohio Seed Improve­ 
ment Association 
and 
expressed 
principally by advance of the 
in­ 
spection fee from $2 to $6 with a 
dollar extra for 
each 
additional 
field. 
The idea is, without diminishing 
the spread of good seed wheat of 
standard 
varieties 
to 
practical 
farm use, to restrict the growing 
of certified seed to fewer growers, 
especially experienced and willing 
to uphold the highest standards. 
If cenUfied seed growing 
were 
allowed to multiply as in the past 
years an oversupply would, it 
is 
thought, soon appear. 
In 1921, 600 farms applied 
for 
field inspection. 
The wheat 
of 
only a third of these farm s was 
found fit for 
seed. 
Bast 
year, 
about 900 applied, and about half 
of the fields 
passed 
inspection. 
This year, only about 150 applica­ 
tions have been received so far, 
and id is not expected 
that 
ap­ 
plications will exceed 200, 
But a 
far higher 
proportion, it 
is 
be­ 
lieved, will pass inspection, even 
at heightened standards now 
in 
force. 
There will be only three wheat 
field inspected in Greene County 
this year, 
They will be those of 
W. A. Bickett, Xenia township; A

E M INCOME IS MORE 
THAN ACCOUNTS SHOW 


Their books balanced 
by 
farm 
m anagement men at the Ohio State 
University, 28 farms in 
southern 
Ohio showed an average labor in­ 
come of only $237. Thde was by the 
farm accounting method now stan­ 
dard. 
Then a further survey was taken 
of produce, roof, and firewood srup- 
rdied by these farms to 
their 28 
families. Such things generally are 
aet considered in farm bookkeeping. 
Conservatively valued at country 
prices, each farm was found to sup­ 
ply an average of $578.59 iii “Living” 
to the family. This raised the aver­ 
age farm family income to about 
>816. 
Then tho investigators went into 
the m arkets ol Portsmouth, a city 
nearby, and got retail prices, and 
city rental figures. 
At this 
rate, 
they found that each of the 28 
farms was 
supplying Its 
fain !? 
$120:1.97 worth of “living” a year. 
Thus it appears that these ES 
farm families which show on their 
bookit as making $237 a year, would 
in even a small city have to make

The unexplainable 
phenomenon 
of the 17- year locust which

making its appearance over the 
country, has been only noticed in 
two Greene County Localities, by

The 17-year locust is one of the 
freaks of nature that has never 
been fully explained according to 
authorities on insect life. 
Eggs of 
the locust are laid on the under­ 
neath side of a tree limb, in a 
groove worn by the 
locust, 
and 
which eventually causes the limb 
to drop from the tree, and the tree 
to die. 
The eggs hatch in about 
three weeks and the grubs drop to 
the ground, where they remain for 
a period of 17 years, 
and 
then 
awaken to cast off th eir shell and 
continue the routine. 
The insect does not eat during 
Its entire period of life and comes 
to life after the 17-year hiberna­ 
tion, in th e ,adult stage. 
The main damage of the locust 
ie in laying the eggs in the trees, 
the insect only attacking young 
trees and orchards,

Keeping accounts Is not altogeth­ 
er pleasant work; for one reason 
because it involves much detail 
and some m astery of mathem atics; 
and for another reason because it 
reveals many weak spots which the 
farm er might cheerfully persuade 
himself did not exist. 
Accounts, in the beginning, are 
something like that long dreaded 
visit to the dentist. 
The dentist 
seems always to find a cavity,— 
hence the reluctance 
to 
consult 
him. Yet there is all the more rea­ 
son for the visit. The ultim ate bene­ 
fit outweighs all transient consider­ 
ations. When the dentist gets the 
jump on decay and the patient tries 
prevention, the visits become less 
painful and expensive, lf not less 
frequent. 
Accounts are the dentist of busi­ 
ness farming who pokes his instru­ 
m ents into tender places and dis­ 
covers the decay. A carelully kept 
set of books will show whether the 
farm er Is marking off enough depre­ 
ciation, whether he is paying too 
much for his fertiliser and supplies 
in comparison with other years, how 
much his men are producing and 
w hether his yield is proportionate 
to the expense in 
time and labor. 
The farmer may find that instead of 
making money he is losing it, but 
the discovery, while unwelcome, is 
nevertheless wholesome. Forewarn­ 
ed is forearmed. A general reor­ 
ganisation is usually 
possible 
in 
time to save the enterprise. 
Farm ers in some 1.20ft counties 
kept accounts of the expense, labor 
and profit connected vdth their op­ 
erations durirg 1922, according to 
reports to the departm ent of Agri­ 
culture. 
ROAD CONST RUCTION

A hard but hardly m ortal blow has fallen on the Kansas In­ 
dustrial Relations Act by the decision of the United States Su­ 
preme Court that the State of Kansas was w ithout power to do so 
when it fixed wages in the plant of a Kansas packing company. 
The Court holds this action of the State Industrial Court, upheld 
by th e K ansas Supreme Court, conflicted with 
the 
Fourteenth 
Amendment, thereby depriving, without hue process of law, the 
packing company of its property and its liberty of contract. 
Some of the sharpest teeth of that 
celebrated, 
sometimes 
damned, sometimes praised and widely discussed W estern statute 
have been pulled, but all of them have not been drawn. Its anti­ 
picketing and arbitration clauses were not in controversy in this 
case and are not directly affected by the decision. 
The Supreme Court has not utterly destroyed the Kansas 
Act or the Kansas Idea of dealing with industrial wars. W hat it 
has done in its decision is to curb the wage-fixing power of K an­ 
sas and of all the States.

SEVENTEEN YEAR LOCUST APPEARS IN TWO 
TOWNSHIPS OF GREENE COUNTY THIS YEAR 


About 10,000 Ohio farmers will 
inrvost next month pure or nearly 
jure wheat of the standard Ohio 
varieties, Trumbull, Gladden, Port­ 
age, and Fulhio. 
But not as many 
of these fanners as las*, year will 
have such wheat inspected for cer­ 
tified seed. 
This is the result of a changed 
policy in wheat certification, lately 
adopted by the Ohio Seed Improve­ 
ment Association 
and 
expressed 
principally by advance of the 
In­ 
spection fee from $2 to $6 with a 
dollar extra for 
each 
additional 
field. 
The idea is, without diminishing 
tho spread of good Beed wheat of 
standard 
varieties 
to 
practical 
farm use, to restrict the growing 
of certified seed to fewer growers, 
especially experienced and willing 
to uphold the highest standards. 
lf certified seed growing 
were 
allowed to multiply as in the past 
years an oversupply would, it 
is 
thought, soon appear. 
In 1921, 600 farms applied 
for 
field inspection. 
The wheat 
of 
only a third of these farms was 
found fit for 
seed. 
East 
year, 
about 900 applied, and about half 
of tho fields 
passed 
inspection. 
This year, only about 150 applica­ 
tions have been received so far, 
and at is not expected 
that 
ap­ 
plications will exceed 200, 
But a 
far higher 
proportion, it 
is 
be­ 
lieved, will pass inspection, even 
at heightened standards now 
in 
force.

FARM INCOME IS MORE 
THAN ACCOUNTS SHOW 


The unexplainable 
phenomenon 
of the 17- year locust which 
is 
making its appearance over the 
country, has been only noticed in 
two Greene County localities, by 
County 
Agent 
Ford 
S. 
Prince, 
Oaesai’creek and 
Spring 
Valley 
Townships. 
The 17-yoar locust is one of the 
freaks of nature that has never 
been fully explained according to 
authorities on insect life. 
Eggs of 
the locust are laid on the under­ 
neath side of a tree limb, in a 
groove worn by the 
locust, 
and 
which eventually causes the limb 
to drop from the tree, and the tree 
to die. 
The eggs hatch in about 
three weeks and the grubs drop to 
the ground, where they remain for 
a period of 17 years, 
and 
then 
awaken to cast off their shell and 
continue the routine. 
The insect does not eat during 
its entire period of life and comes 
to life after the 17-year hiberna­ 
tion,- in the, adit It stage. 
The main damage of the locust 
ie in laying the eggs in the trees, 
the insect only attacking young 
tref-s and orchards, 
where

bark is the most tender.

families. Such things generally are 
not considered in farm bookkeeping. 
Conservatively valued at. country 
prices, each farm was found to sup­ 
ply an average of $578.59 in “living" 
to the family. This raised the aver­ 
age farm family income to about 
*816. 
Then the investigators went into 
the markets oi Portsmouth, a city 
nearby, and pot retail prices, and 
city rental figures. 
At 
this rate, 
they found that each of the 28 
far.its was 
supplying 
its tam lf 
$120:1.97 worth of “living” a year. 
Thus it appears that these 28 
farm fan<illf?s which show on their 
book* as making $237 a year, would 
in even a small city have to make 
$1440 a j ear to live in as good a 
house and to have as much food as 
t h e y do now. 
Says R. F. Taber, who ran tho 
survey. ‘An income of $1440 is not 
enough, especially if one considers 
that the 
farmwife

some of the children help make It 
But all is not yet lost and mach 
howling heard today is based on iii 
complete figuies and unjustified."

KEEPING ACCOUNTS 


Keeping accounts Is not altogeth­ 
er pleasant work; for one reason 
because it involves much detail 
and some mastery of mathematics; 
and tor another reason because it 
reveals many weak spots which the 
farmer might cheerfully persuade 
himself did not exist. 
Accounts, in the beginning, are 
something like that long dreaded 
visit to the dentist. 
The dentist 
seems always to find a cavity,— 
hence the reluctance 
to 
consult 
him. \ et there bs all the more rea­ 
son for the visit. The ultimate bene­ 
fit outweighs all transient consider­ 
ations. When the dentist gets the 
jump on decay and the patient tries 
prevention, the visLts become less 
painful and expensive, if not less 
frequent. 
Accounts are the dentist of busi­ 
ness farming who pokes his instru­ 
ments into tender places and dis­ 
covers the decay. A carelully kept 
set of books will show whether the 
farmer is marking off enough depre­ 
ciation, whether he is paying too 
much for his fertiliser and supplies 
in comparison with other years, how 
much his men are producing and 
whether his yield is proportionate 
to the expense in 
time and labor. 
The farmer may find that instead of 
making money he is losing it, but 
the discovery, while unwelcome, is 
nevertheless wholesome. Forewarn­ 
ed la forearmed. A general reor*. 
ganDition is usually 
possible 
in 
time to save the enterprise. 
Farmers in some I 200 counties 
kept accounts of the expense, labor 
and profit connected with their op­ 
erations durirg 1922, according to 
reports to the department ot Agri­ 
culture.
